Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Borough  of  Colne  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1966. 

There  was  quite  commendable  progress  during  the  year  in  tidying  up  the  town. 

The  new  shopping  centre  was  ccanpleted  and  some  of  the  premises  occupied.  Although 
some  shop  spaces  remain  unlet,  the  rate  inccMc  from  those  that  are  let  is  more  than 
from  all  the  old  worn-out  property  that  was  removed  to  make  room  for  it. 

The  Greenfield  Road  clearance  area  was  demolished,  and  Bunkers  Hill  thereby 
opened  out.  I like  to  see  modern  brick  built  housing  estates,  and  if  we  want  to 
attract  young  people  to  Colne,  we  must  offer  them  what  they  will  expect  to  find. 

They  will  not  want  tippler  closets,  nor  back  yards  with  extensive  views  of  their 
neighbours*  back  yards,  nor  to  live  next  door  to  an  empty  derelict  house.  They 
can  get  all  that  in  any  one  of  a dozen  East  Lancashire  towns.  They  will  look  for 
a brick  built  house,  with  a garden.  Indoor  fresh  water  toilet,  and  a garage. 

Distance  from  work  does  not  matter  in  these  days,  as  we  inevitably  progress  to  the 
two-car  family  era. 

You  will  read  of  Mr.  Pearson’s  concern  about  empty  houses.  We  have  too 
many  houses  of  the  "twilight”  class;  the  wind,  rain  and  hooligans  get  in  and  wreck 
the  empty  ones;  the  decent  neighbours  move  away,  and  so  the  terrace  condemns  Itself. 

I am  Inclined  to  be  quite  hard,  and  consider  that  the  property  should  be  demolished 
at  the  first  sign  of  deterioration. 

Colne  is  well  on  the  way  to  becoming  a pleasant  residential  (dormitory)  town. 
What  could  be  nicer?  Let  other  towns  have  the  industry,  we  can  live  in  Colne.  The 
days  when  workers  had  to  live  near  t’mlll  are  gone. 

Whilst  on  this  line  of  thought,  how  about  tidying  up  some  of  the  bleak  black 
spots?  I understand  that  grants  are  now  available.  Do  scmie thing  with  Waterside, 
the  Moss,  Primet.  How  about  an  "adventure  playground"  for  children,  where  they  can 
work  out  their  frustrations,  inventions,  social  relationships,  and  gang  warfare. 
Nothing  expsTsive  or  elaborate  is  needed,  and  I am  sure  local  people  would  rally 

round  - an  old  car,  a maze  of  pipes  to  crawl  through,  packing  cases  for  huts,  etc. 

So  much  for  my  idle  thoughts.  Now  for  hard  facts.  For  the  first  time 
since  I came,  five  years  ago,  the  population  has  risen,  despite  a natural  decrease 

with  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births.  So  movement  in  the  town  has  taken  place,  most 

encouraging  news. 

A quarter  of  male  deaths  was  due  to  diseases  of  the  lung  and  respiratory 
system,  bronchitis  being  the  main  cause.  Apart  from  smoking,  this  is  in  large  part 
due  to  air  pollution  - not  the  damp  climate,  nor  artificial  humidification;  air 
pollution. 
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Our  provisional  programme  for  Smoke  Control  is  too  long.  We  started  off 
well,  and  have  kept  going  well,  but  are  not  taking  enough  houses  In  each  area. 

The  other  towns  In  the  valley  all  plan  to  be  smoke  free  by  1972.  I do  seriously 
suggest  that  consideration  be  given  to  accelerating  the  programme.  If  necessary, 
could  we  employ  a temporary  technical  assistant,  to  spare  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  from  routine  repetitive  work?  It  Is  an  expensive  undertaking,  but 
expense  can  be  spread  over  a number  of  years,  ar»d  quite  rightly  so,  as  it  Is  our 
present  school  children  who  will  reap  the  benefits  of  clean  air,  so  It  does  appear 
fair  that  they  should  pay  a proportion  of  the  costs. 

Measles  Illustrated  Its  two-year  epldemlclty  once  again,  there  being  over 
250  cases  notified  during  the  year.  It  Is  a typical  feature  of  this  Infectious 
disease,  that  It  assumes  epidemic  proportions  on  alternate  years,

Measles,  so  lightly  brushed  off  as  a common  childish  ailment.  Is  now  one  of 
the  most  serious  causes  of  disability  and  even  deaths  In  childhood  - ear  disorders, 
chest  troubles,  eye  infections,  for  example.  It  Is  now  possible  to  immunise  babies 
against  this  disease,  although  not  generally  available  at  the  moment. 

To  repeat  the  words  so  often  expressed  by  Company  Chairmen,  I think  it  fair 
to  say  that  1966  has  been  a year  of  steady,  if  unspectacular,  progress.

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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Borough  of  Colne  is  well  situated,  healthy  and  in  excellent  natural 
surroundings,  lying  between  I|20  feet  and  800  feet  above  sea  level.  There  is 
good  natural  drainage  and  a plentiful  water  supply. 

Approximately  /+0%  of  the  workers  were  employed  in  the  textile  industry. 

The  other  main  industries  are:-  engineering,  building  and  civil  engineering,  metal 
goods,  leather,  construction,  transport,  professional  services,  public  services 
and  administration,  distributive  and  various  miscellaneous  services. 

At  the  beginning  of  1966,  the  unanployed  register  was  72  (46  males  and 
26  females)  and  on  the  12th  December  1966  it  was  301  (178  males  and  123  females). 
There  has  been  considerable  short  time  work  during  the  last  three  months  of  1966, 
particularly  in  the  textile  Industry.  There  have  also  been  small  redundancies 
in  a number  of  Industries.

BIRTHS; 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  238.  Of  these,  130  were 
males  and  158  females.  The  birth  rate  per  1 ,000  of  the  population  is  a decrease  of  0.5 
on  the  previous  year,  and  is  0.1+  less  than  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years. 

The  adjusted  birth-rate  is  18.3  per  1,000,  the  comparability  factor  being  1.21. 

STILL  BIRTHS: 

The  still-birth  rate  is  1.7  per  thousand  total  (live  and  still)  births  less  than 
that  of  the  country  as  a whole. 

DEATHS: 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  321  of  which  165  were  males  and  156  females. 
The  death-rate  is  16.9  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  representing  an  increase  of 
2.7  on  the  previous  year,  and  is  1.3  more  than  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years. 

The  adjusted  death-rate  is  16.I  per  1,000,  the  comparability  figure  being  0.95.

Liaison  between  County  Council  services  and  District  Council  services  is 
facilitated  by  the  fact  that  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a School  Medical 

Officer  and  Divisional  Medical  Officer.

THE  CHRISTIANA  HARTLEY  MATERNITY  HOME 

The  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Home  in  Barrowford  Road  serves  the  Borough 
of  Colne  and  the  neighbouring  districts. 

The  accommodation  consists  of  maternity  beds  and  2 isolation  beds. 

The  maternity  block  contains  2 labour  wards,  sterilisation  room,  nursery  and  duty 
room.  There  is  also  an  ante-natal  clinic,  observation  block,  kitchen  and  laundry. 

PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Premature  Infants  are  retained  in  the  Maternity  Hcxne  until  their  progress 
Is  equal  to  that  of  a child  born  at  full  term  pregnancy. 

Premature  babies  born  at  home  can  be  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home  or 
hospital  if  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable.  The  midwife  has  access  to  special 
equipment  maintained  at  the  Divisional  Health  Offices  for  premature  babies,  should 
it  be  necessary. 


THE  ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC.  CHRISTIANA 

HARTLEY  MATERNITY  HOME 

The  Clinic  is  situated  to  the  East  of  the  main  building  of  the  Home,  from 
which  it  is  entirely  separate.  The  accommodation  consists  of  a waiting  room  and 
sanitary  accommodation,  dressing  cubicles,  laboratory  and  two  consulting  rooms. 

Sessions  are  held  bi-weekly  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons  for  patients 
seeking  admission  to  the  Home.  General  practitioners  attend  their  own  patients  at 
the  Clinic  by  appointment.  In  addition,  sessions  are  held  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  Albert  Road,  by  the  County  Midwives  for  patients  having  babies  in  their  own 
homes.  These  are  held  weekly  on  Friday  afternoons  from  1.30  p.m.  to  3.30  p.m. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Ambulance  and  sitting  case  cars  are  provided,  and.  where  long  distances  are 
involved,  arrangements  may  be  made  for  conveyance  by  train.  All  drivers  and 
attendants  have  completed  the  County  Council  Training  Programme.  Resuscitation 
apparatus,  and  other  essential  equipment,  is  carried  in  all  ambulances. 


CHEST  CLINIC 


The  Chest  Clinic  Is  conducted  at  the  Marsden  Hospital,  Burnley, 

The  number  of  Colne  patients  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  December  31st  was  20 
After  consultation  with  the  Chest  Clinic  and  a re-assessment  by  them  of  the  persons  on 
the  Register,  86  names  were  removed  from  the  list  as  either  ’Recovered’ , 'Deaths* , 
’Untraceable’ , or  ’Removed  from  district*.

The  accommodation  at  the  Welfare  Clinic,  Bank  House,  consists  of  one  consulting 
room,  two  dressing  and  weighing  rooms,  a kitchen  and  a large  waiting  room. 


DAY  NURSERIES 

There  are  two  Day  Nurseries  under  the  administration  of  the  County  Council. 

The  one  at  North  Valley  Road  acccxnmodates  60  children  and  that  at  Haverholt 
k8  children. 

Newtown  Nursery  School,  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Education  Authority, 
accommodates  a total  of  60  children. 

CHILDREN'S  ACT  1948 

By  the  provision  of  this  Act,  certain  classes  of  children  come  under  the  care 
of  the  Children's  Department  of  the  County  Council.  The  Department  Is  responsible 
for  children  who  are  for  one  reason  or  another  deprived  of  the  normal  care  of  their 
parents.  The  children  eur'e  cared  for  in  children's  homes,  residential  nurseries,  hostels 
and  foster  homes. 


PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS 

Unmarried  mothers  and  their  children  are  catered  for  in  Mother  and  Baby  Homes 
administered  by  Voluntary  Moral  Welfare  Organisations,  who  work  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  County  Council. 


MENTAL  HEALTH 

Three  Male  Welfare  Officers  are  available  for  dealing  with  mentally  sick  and 
mentally  subnormal  persons.  The  North  East  Lancashire  Association  for  Mental  Health 
and  the  local  branch  of  the  National  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  are 
both  active  in  the  area.  Information  and  advice  can  be  obtained  from  the  Divisional 
Health  Office. 

The  Boulsworth  Hostel  and  the  adjacent  Ecroyd  Training  Centre  for  mentally 
handicapped  persons  were  opened  in  1965,  the  first  providing  accommodation  for  60 
men  and  women. 

The  Ecroyd  Centre  also  provides  the  venue  for  a social  club  which  is  assisted 
by  voluntary  workers  and  meets  each  Thursday  evening. 
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HOME  NURSING 

District  Nurses  of  the  Divisional  Health  Staff  are  assigned  to  the  Borough 
for  this  service. 


MIDWIFERY 

There  are  three  Midwives  appointed  by  the  County  Council  practising  In 
the  Borough. 


HOME  HELP 


Enquiries  for  home  help  are  referred  to  the  Hcrae  Help  Organiser.  This 
service  Includes  a scheme  of  night  and  evening  help. 

LOAN  OF  MEDICAL  COMFORTS 

The  County  Council  Clinic  in  Leeds  Road,  Nelson,  Is  open  for  the  loan  of 
medical  comforts  at  the  undermentioned  times:

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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  greater  during  1966,  but  not  too 
excessive.  The  total  number  of  notifications  received  was  26U,  262  of  these  being 
cases  of  measles. 

VACCINATION 

SMALLPOX  - It  is  to  be  regretted  that  such  a large  number  of  parents  do  not  accept 
the  vaccination  of  their  children  against  smallpox.  With  the  increasing  number  of 
people  travelling  by  air,  and  thus  getting  from  one  spot  on  the  globe  to  another  in 
a matter  of  hours,  the  chance  of  smallpox  being  introduced  into  our  area  is  very 
much  greater.  This  was  demonstrated  by  the  very  serious  outbreaks  in  several  parts 
of  the  Country  during  early  1962.  I would  strongly  urge  parents  to  have  their 
babies  vaccinated.  This  is  now  generally  carried  out  in  the  second  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS  - B.C.O.  (Bacillus  Calmette  Guerin)  vaccination  against  tuberculosis 
was  again  offered  to  school  children  who  had  reached  the  age  of  13  years.  The 
response  was  very  good,  B.C.G.  vaccination  gives  protection  against  tuberculosis, 
and  protection  is  very  necessary  as  there  are  still  many  undiscovered  cases. 

Since  March,  1962,  vaccination  has  been  offered  to  children  of  13  years  and 
upwards,  and  to  students  at  universities  and  colleges. 

POLIOMYELITIS  - Protection  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  persons  from  the 
age  of  6 months  to  UO  years  and  to  expectant  mothers  of  all  ages.  Three  oral  doses 
are  necessary  with  an  interval  of  U weeks  between  each  dose.  The  response  has 
been  very  satisfactory. 

A fourth  dose  is  now  offered  to  children  during  their  first  term  after 
entrance  to  the  infant  school. 


IMMUNISATION 

DIPTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS  - Clinics  for  active  i:iiraunisation  against 
diptheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  are  held  weekly  at  the  School  Clinic,  Bank 
House.  Though  diptheria  is  a rare  disease,  and  whooping  cough  is  on  the  decline, 
there  is  no  room  for  complacency.  Parents  are  exhorted  to  have  all  their  children 
immunised,  for  it  is  only  by  doing  so  that  these  diseases  can  be  effectively 
prevented.  A booster  dose  is  now  offered  to  children  during  their  first  term  after 
entrance  to  the  infant  school.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  ^Ist  DECEMBER.  1966 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  thirteenth  Annual  Report  or,  the  environmental 
services  provided  by  this  Department. 

STAFFING 

Mr.  P.  Wright,  pupil  public  health  inspector,  successfully  passed  the  Diploma 
Examination  of  the  Examination  Board  and  was  appointed  Public  Health  Inspector  in 
December,  1966.  This  post  had  been  vacant  for  eighteen  months. 

Mr,  Jo  Harrison  resigned  his  post  as  Chief  Clerk  and  he  was  succeeded  by  Miss 
I.  Swire,  who  commenced  her  duties  on  the  2nd  January,  1967* 

Once  having  settled  down  in  their  new  appointments,  I am  expecting  the  present 
staff  to  form  a good  working  team. 

MARKETS.  STALLS  AND  DELIVERY  VEHICLES  REGULATIONS.  1966 

This  was  the  principal  new  legislation  requiring  action  by  the  local  authority 
during  the  year.  The  purpose  of  the  regulations  is  to  tighten  the  standard  of  h^'giene 
on  vehicles  and  market  stalls  selling  unwrapped  foodstuffs.  On  these  stalls  and 
vehicles,  washing  units  with  a supply  of  hot  water  are  required.  Vehicles  from  which 
refreshments  are  served  are  also  required  to  have  a separate  sink  with  hot  water  and 
there  is  a requirement  that  in  a market  there  should  be  a room  with  sinks  and  hot  water 
for  the  washing  of  equipment  from  food  stalls.  The  names  and  addresses  of  the  traders 
must  appear  on  the  van  or  the  stall  concerned. 

Relaxation  of  these  requirements  in  certain  cases  is  allowed  for  by  the  person 
applying  for  an  exemption  certificate  from  the  local  authority,  who  consider  each  case 
separately. 

Colne  Corporation  are  themselves  very  much  Involved  in  meeting  these  new 
standards  in  the  Corporation  Market  Hall,  where  there  are  several  stall  holders  selling 
open  food.  It  will  be  necessary  there  to  fit  up  a room  for  equipment  cleaning  and  to 
provide  on  each  of  these  stalls  a suitable  wash  hand  unit.  This  has  been  agreed  by  the 
Markets  Committee. 

TWILIGHT  AREAS 

A house  in  any  other  situation  might  be  a perfectly  fit  house  which  in  a certain 
area  is  very  much  "unfit",  mainly  by  the  lack  of  attention  to  repairs  and  by  the  rough  usage 
given  by  some  tenants  over  a number  of  years.  There  are  people  in  this  town  vi^io  have 
"wrecked"  more  than  one  house  in  a short  period  of  time.  There  are  houses  which  a property 
owner  prefers  to  have  a tenant  living  in,  paying  no  rent,  rather  than  that  the  house  should 
be  empty.  It  has  been  known  for  empty  houses  to  be  almost  gutted  in  a matter  of  days. 

So  often  there  will  be  several  owner  occupied  houses  as  part  of  a terrace  of  typical 
"twilight"  properties,  occupied  by  people  who  have  taken  pride  in  their  houses  and  who 
are  attempting  to  keep  up  their  standards.  It  often  needs  a strong  nerve  and  a grain 
of  obstinacy  by  such  people  to  resist  the  pressures  exerted  by  the  environment  towards 
packing  up  and  quitting.  On  occasions  such  resistance  has  provided  the  nucleus  of  a 
steadj  Improvement  to  the  area  as  one  after  another  has  repaired  and  painted  his  property. 
Sometimes  the  Corporation  have  been  able  to  help  by  buying  the  empty  and  unwanted  house 
and  carrying  out  a measure  of  repair  and  then  finding  a suitable  tenant.  More  often,  as 
would  be  expected,  an  area  has  deteriorated  until  action  is  forced  on  a local  authority 
towards  the  clearance  of  the  properties. 
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It  seems  to  me  that  in  Colne  we  have  reached  the  stage  where  the  true  slum  - 
obsolete  properties  flanking  narrow  streets  and  passages  - Is  behind  us.  We  have, 

however,  above  the  average  number  of  actual  or  potential  twilight  areas.  Generally 

speaking,  the  houses  will  be  four  roomed  through  type  houses  In  terraces.  Each  will 
have  a small  yard  with  an  outside  closet  and  coal  store.  Most  of  the  closets  will  be 
"tipplers".  Few  will  have  more  than  a hot  water  geyser  and  a sink  as  Internal 
amenities. 


At  what  stage  should  a local  authority  step  in  and  what  should  it  attempt  to 
do?  Is  it  better  to  let  deterioration  continue  to  such  a point  that  the  local  authority 
can  declare  a clearance  area  and  meet  with  little  resistance  in  enforcing  it?  Should 
the  local  authority  by  house-to-house  Inspection  make  themselves  aware  of  the  conditions 
in  the  potential  twilight  houses  and  enforce,  by  statutory  action  if  necessary,  thorough 
or  partial  repair  of  the  properties?  Can  a landlord  expect  to  get  a "good"  tenant  for 
a house  which  has  no  amenities  other  than  a sink  with  geyser  and  a "tippler"  closet? 

Should  we  expect  a landlord  to  put  Into  a house  the  additional  emnitles  which  most  of 
us  accept  as  basic  in  modem  housing? 

A policy  must  be  formulated  which  takes  account  of  these  and  other  facets  of 
our  Industrial  town  housing.  Great  stress  is  now  being  put  on  the  fact  that  deterioration 
is  proceeding  at  a faster  rate  than  the  completion  of  new  housing.  In  other  wor*ds,  we  are 
running  hard  and  getting  nowhere.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  North  Calder  Water  Board  supplies  Colne,  Nelson  and  district 
with  water# 

The  town’s  water  Is  obtained  frcxn  a catchment  area  of  780  acres  near 
at  hand  on  Emmott  Moor  and  feeds  the  Laneshaw  Reservoir  which  has  a capacity 
of  75  million  gallons. 

The  reservoir  Is  well  situated,  858  feet  above  Ordnance  Datum. 

Corn  Close  Borehole,  with  pumping  plant,  was  completed  In  1937. 

The  capacity  of  the  borehole  Is  kO.OOO  gallons  per  hour. 

The  supply  Is  adequate  and  of  excellent  quality,  giving  satisfactory 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses. 

The  following  examinations  were  made  during  the  year: 

(a)  Raw  Water  ..  ..  Bacteriological  Examinations:  17 

(b)  Water  going  Into  supply  where 

treatment  Is  Installed: 

Bacteriological  Examinations:  207 

Chemical  Analyses:  27 

Chlorination  plant  installed  in  the  Laneshaw  Filter  House,  during  19^, 
treats  both  the  low  level  and  high  level  supplies. 

Filtration  is  carried  out  by  Bell  and  Candy  mechanical  pressure  filters, 

Plumbo-solvent  action  is  nil. 

Mains  extensions  to  6 new  houses,  3 new  shops  and  1 existing  house  have 
been  laid.  Reservicing  work  under  an  assisted  scheme  has  given  improved 
supplies  to  numerous  older  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  town. 

The  water  in  the  outlet  main  from  the  open-service  reservoir  at  Bents 
is  re-chlorinated.

PRIVATE 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Forty-two  dwellings  obtain  their  water  from  private  sources.  These 
are  mainly  farmhouses  and  country  cottages. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

There  are  approximately  /+0  miles  of  sewers  within  the  area. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  are  concentrated  at  the  Sewage 
Purification  Works  in  Burnley  Road. 

The  construction  of  these  Works  was  completed  during  1961.  The 
treatment  now  comprises  grit  removal,  detritus  maceration,  primary  settlement 
in  two  circular  settlement  tanks,  primary  and  secondary  filters  with 
recirculation  and  humus  tank  treatment  of  the  filter  effluent.  The  sludge 
from  the  primary  tanks  and  the  humus  tanks  is  collected  in  sludge  wells, 
conditioned  with  lime  and  copperas  and  pressed  in  filter  presses  to  remove 
the  excess  water.  The  pressed  sludge  is  stored  at  the  Works  and  sold  for 
agricultural  purposes. 

No  sewer  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

A contract  is  in  progress  for  the  diversion  of  the  North  Main  Sewer 
from  the  rear  of  Greenfield  Farm  to  the  Sewage  Works  in  order  to  obviate 
flooding  In  Greenfield  Road. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  Lancashire  Rivers  Authority  is  responsible  for  the  supervision 
and  protection  of  the  rivers  and  streams  In  the  area  and,  vihere  necessary, 
their  attention  Is  directed  to  cases  of  river  pollution. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

There  were  21  pall  closets  and  privies  still  in  use  In  tne  area  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  In  most  of  these  cases  there  Is  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  but 
no  sewer  available.  Conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  would  necessitate 
the  provision  of  a septic  tank  and  filter,  but  due  care  should  be  taken  before 
Installations  are  carried  out,  to  ensure  that  land  and  ditches  are  not  fouled  by 
the  effluent. 

In  September  1958,  for  a period  of  three  years,  the  Council  made  available 
a Grant  towards  the  cost  of  converting  a pall  closet  to  a fresh  water  closet.  In 
October  1961,  and  again  In  this  period  was  extended  for  a further  three  years. 

The  Grant  Is  £25,  or  half  the  cost  of  conversion,  whichever  Is  the  lower. 

The  conversion  of  115  waste-water  closets  Into  fresh  water  closets  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year  under  review. 

Late  In  1964  the  Corporation  Grant  of  £7.10.  0 per  conversion  was  increased 
to  £10.10.  0.  A grant  was  given  In  6?  Instances.  The  other  48  conversions 
comprised  part  of  Improvement  schemes  submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval,  and 
the  cost  of  the  work  Involved  qualified  for  Standard  or  Improvement  Grants  under 
the  provisions  of  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  still  1,377  waste-water  closets  within  the 
Borough.  Their  conversion  is  the  greatest  outstanding  sanitary  Improvement  needed.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  Is  collected  from  approximately  7»500  bins  at  houses  and  other 
buildings,  and  Is  transported  In  two  Karrler  Bantam  and  one  Shelvoke  and 
Drewry  ‘Fore  and  Aft  Tipping  Body'  and  one  Karrler  'Fore  and  Aft  Tipping 
Body'  Refuse  Collector  Vehicles,  A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  Is 
maintained. 


Refuse  disposal  Is  carried  out  solely  by  controlled  tipping  at  Knotts 
Lane  and  Byron  Road, 

Street  cleansing  Is  carried  out  by  a Karrler  Motor  Sweeper  and  by 
Collectors,  working  on  the  "beat"  system  with  "Orderly"  trucks. 

Gullies  are  emptied  by  a Karrler  "Yorkshire"  Gully  Emptier,  Septic 
tanks  are  emptied  at  owners'  request  and  cost,  by  the  same  means.  There 
are  no  cesspools  to  be  cleansed  as  a rate  borne  charge. 

The  majority  of  the  pall  closets  are  emptied  weekly  by  the  Corporation 
but  there  are  a number  of  pall  and  privy  closets  In  the  more  Inaccessible 
parts  of  the  district  which  are  emptied  by  the  occupiers. 

This  service  Is  administered  by  the  Borough  Engineer  to  whom  I am 
Indebted  for  most  of  this  Information.

Two  accidents  notified  to  the  department  were  investigated. 

There  were  no  applications  for  exemptions  in  respect  of  overcrowding,  temperature, 
sanitary  conveniences  or  running  water. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Twenty-seven  observations,  each  of  30  minutes  duration,  were  taken  during  the  year 
from  the  36  factory  chimneys  now  in  use  In  the  district.  In  4 Instances  It  was  found 
necessary  to  report  the  existence  of  a smoke  nuisance  to  the  management  of  the  firms 
concerned.  Eighteen  visits  were  made  to  premises  regarding  smoke  emissions  or  boiler 
problems,  and  advice  given  to  management,  engineers  and  stokers.  No  legal  proceedings 
were  taken. 

Building  Bye-laws  made  on  October  1st,  1957,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  24 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  require  the  provisions  in  new  buildings  of  such  arrangements  for 
heating  or  cooking  as  are  calculated  to  prevent  so  far  as  is  practicable  the  emission 
of  smoke. 

A new  oil  fired  boiler  was  installed  by  Messrs.  Veevers  Ltd  at  Sun  Street,  and  at 
Stonebridge  Mill  oil  fired  equipment  replaced  the  coal  fired  mechanical  stokers  and  the 
chimney  height  was  increased  to  a new  height  of  90  feet. 

SMOKE  CONTROL  AREAS 

The  target  year  for  canpletion  of  the  programme  is  1976.  This  will  absorb  the 
built  up  parts  of  the  town. 

Four  Smoke  Control  orders  are  in  force.  Over  1,350  houses  and  other  buildings 
are  within  these  areas. 

A fifth  Smoke  Control  Order  was  prepared  and  submitted  for  confirmation  by  the 
year  end.  This  has  since  been  confirmed  and  is  due  to  come  into  operation  in  November,  1967. 

The  Solid  Smokeless  Fuel  Federation  demonstration  vehicle  visited  the  town  for 
three  days  in  November.  1 ,000  letters  were  sent  out  by  this  department  to  all  householders 
in  No.  4 and  proposed  No.  5 Smoke  Control  areas.  A considerable  number  of  persons  visited 
the  vehicle. 
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INVESTIGATION  OF ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 
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DISINFESTATION 

Disinfestation  Is  here  taken  to  Include  all  insects  and  parasites. 

Private  houses  are  inspected  and  disinfected  upon  complaint  of  infestation 
from  the  owner  or  occupier,  and  treatment  is  carried  out  according  to  circumstances.

Insecticides  used  depend  on  the  type  of  infestation  found.  Bugs,  house  flies 
and  blow  flies  are  treated  with  D,D.T.  dusts  or  liquid  emulsions.  Empty  houses 
Infested  with  fleas  are  treated  with  'Cammexane'  smoke  generator.  Cockroach 
infestations  are  treated  with  'Dleldrln*  and  ’Malathlon*  dusts.  The  results 
obtained  were  quite  satisfactory. 


CORPORATION  HOUSES  - INCOMING  TENANTS 

Personal  effects  and  premises  of  prospective  Corporation  tenants  moving  from 
slum  clearance  areas  are  inspected  for  vermin,  and  treatment  arranged  If  found  necessary. 
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SCHOOLS 

There  are  13  County  Schools  within  the  Borough.  Of  these  18  schools,  there 
are  1 Grammar  School,  3 Secondary  Modern  Schools  and  a College  of  Further  Education. 

In  the  older  schools  although  the  closet  accommodation  Is  in  good  condition 
under  normal  usage,  the  mere  fact  that  It  is  not  under  cover  means  that  every  Winter 
there  are  freeze  ups  and  bursts.  Action  has  teen  taken  in  the  last  tiiree  years  to 
provide  protection,  in  some  cases  by  adapting  the  outside  conveniences  by  building 
up  the  front  and  roofing  over.  This  has  been  done  at  k schools.  We  should  not  be 
satisfied  until  all  school  conveniences  are  under  cover  with  heating  available  to 
prevent  freezing  up. 

For  several  decades  coke  has  been  the  fuel  used  for  the  heating  systems  at 
most  of  the  schools  in  the  town.  Many  of  these  boiler  plants  have  now  had  automatic 
stoking  equipment  fitted,  using  coal  in  place  of  coke. 

Considered  in  relation  to  our  policies  for  creating  cleaner  air,  there  was 
some  misgiving  vAxen  the  first  conversions  took  place.  Were  our  school  chimneys  to 
be  sources  of  smoke  pollution?  Experience  has  now  shown  that  we  need  not  have 
worried  unduly.  Nonnal  working  gives  a scarcely  discernible  plume  from  the  chimney 
top.  From  time  to  time  darker  smoke  has  been  seen  which  may  have  been  due  to  some 
temporary  fault.  Frequent  checks  are  being  made  on  these  chimneys. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  PCX)LS 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public. 

The  reconstructed  public  swimming  baths  were  opened  in  June,  1963-  They 
consist  of  the  following; 

An  adult  swimming  pool,  children* s pool,  shower  and  foot  baths,  dressing 
rooms  for  use  with  the  main  pool,  dressing  cubicles  for  school  children,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  also  seats  for  spectators.  The  children's  swimming  pool  was 
modernised  and  reopened  at  the  beginning  of  the  1962  swimming  season,  after  being 
closed  to  the  public  for  many  years. 

The  water  Is  chlorinated  by  automatic  doser  after  filtration  and  reheating. 
Fifty  samples  of  bath  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of 
these  samples  43  were  satisfactory  and  7 unsatisfactory.  Many  of  the  unsatisfactory 
ones  were  those  taken  whilst  the  baths  were  being  used  by  special  groups  - s pasties 
and  mentally  handicapped  persons.  In  providing  the  water  at  near  blood  heat  for 
the  spastlcs  group  continuous  chlorination  could  not  be  effected,  and  Interval 
sampling  was  carried  out  to  evaluate  the  build  up  of  contamination.  Dosing  with 
liquid  chlorine  at  certain  intervals  was  then  instituted  and  proved  fairly 
satisfactory.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 

Tht  number  of  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  7,591  of  which  7,312 
were  inhabited. 


Approximately  80  houses  have  still  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  slum 
clearance  programme  to  the  end  of  1966, 


Almost  one-quarter  of  all  dwellings  in  the  town  are  Council  houses,  mainly  v ng 
room,  scullery,  three  bedrooms  and  bathroom  type.  In  recent  years  the  emphasis  has  been 
on  building  flats.  The  remainder  are  mostly  terraced,  stone  built  houses,  of  soun 
construction,  built  around  the  beginning  of  this  century,  many  of  which  lack  modern 
amenities.  A good  number  of  house  owners,  mainly  owner-occupiers,  have  made  applications 
for  Standard  Grants,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  preceding  table.

Wholesalers  Ltd.,  on  their  ovm  behalf  and  for  any  other  butcher  requiring  animals 
slaughtered,  at  charges  agreed  by  the  Corporation. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  Abattoir  In  1951/52,  additional  lalrage 
provided  In  1953,  and  a refrigerator  and  an  overhead  weighing  scale  were  Installed 
In  1955.  The  N.E.L.  Wholesalers  Ltd.  Installed  a deep  freeze  refrigerator  which 
came  Into  use  on  the  1st  January,  1960.  A cowshed  to  hold  2k  cows  was  built  and 
came  Into  use  In  1962.  Every  endeavour  Is  made  to  ensure  that  slaughtering  takes 
place  under  the  most  hygienic  conditions.
